Bringuier stated that first 
ret Geraci in 1963 when Geraci, who was of. high school age, 
came into his store, the Casa Roca, 107 Docatu’' Street, New 
Orleans, to inquire about what he night do to assist .In ary 
anti-Castro activity, Bringuier stated that he gave Geraci 
some material to read and at ono tine gave him sor.e bo.iJs to 
sell from which the revenue would bo used to sx/pp>crt anti- 
Fidel Castro activities. Bringuier stated Gr^racl did not 
leoeivo a conr.isslor for selling these bonds and was not 
rmplcy^d by Mm, Ceracl discontinuod the sale of bonds as he 
claimed he was stepped by an officer, not identified, who 
stated he could rot sell these bonds without a permit. 

Bringuier related that he again saw Ceracl on August b, 1963, 
*at the Casa Rora. Geraci was again interested in discussing 
ahtl -Castro activity and was accompanied by a cemparion. While 
Bringuier, Geraci and his companion were talking.

Greon Acres Road, Metairie, Louisiana, in 1965, ran away 
from his residence on April 20, 1965, Ceracl, in fact, was 
under psychiatric trcatnr&nt. He affiliated with Cub'#rs who 
were aiiti**Fidel Castro in their political outlook. 
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PhillD Goracl, Jr., of the above address and the lather 
o£ Ceraci, III, advised on May 5, 1965, that ^ ^ 

had placed his eon on tranquilizers and ordered him t r 
psychiatric treatment. He received this treatment 
University Medical School in New Orleans.
